The judge indicated th at it was 
v«'ry im portant th a t the bo«ly take 
the cas«*s of felony nature first, as 
these would bi* tried beginning the 
third week of court an«l th at it was 
•m oessary that the body act upon 
th«*m befor«* they could b© brought 
up for trial. 
He stated th a t there 
been many complaints made in 
th«* county about swindling 
cases, 
the most notable of which is th at 
which is call«*! “hot check w riting . 
Th«* violation 
of the 
prohibition 
law cam«* up for its share of atten­ 
tion, and 
the 
grand 
jurors were 
instructed to b«*ar in mind th© im­ 
portance of this law, the n«*cessity 
for its enforcem ent, and to render 
a bill for «»very known infraction. 
While the body

g reater p art of its tim e handling 
swindling and prohibition 
cast*« 
it 
will have th*« authority to consider
